GUNS, NOT BUTTER 


A RECENT REPORT BY THE CANADIAN CENTRE FOR POLICY 
Alternatives found that not since World War Il have we spent 
so much on the military. Since September 11, 2001, military 
spending has increased 27 per cent and is expected to go up by 
37 per cent by 2009.

TASER AND THE FIRECAT

found, even though Young submitted a use of force form after 
the incident indicating he did use the taser, and then later 
denied using the weapon during the criminal investigation of 
the suspect. This apparent contradiction raises the issue of

Striking a blow for strikes 
Do Alberta’s labour laws violate the Charter of Rights? 


ALBERTA’S UNIONIZED CARPENTERS 
can’t legally go on strike, even 
though the workers have voted 
overwhelmingly in favour of a 
work stoppage. Instead, provincial 
law has forced them into arbitration 
with a government board after con- 
tract negotiations failed. 

“We feel that our rights are being 
taken away from us,” says Martyn 
Piper, union staff with the United 
Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners. “The legislation forces us to 
go to arbitration. Once 75 per cent 
[of the trade unions] have settled, 
the rest are forced there whether we 
like it or not.” 

The carpenters aren't the only 
union making a stink about Alber- 
ta’s labour laws. Unrest in the con- 
struction trades led to wildcat 
strikes, protests, and information 
pickets at work sites last month. 

But a new Supreme Court ruling 
could change all that. In a reversal 
of rulings, the court ruled that 
British Columbian labour laws vio- 
late the Charter of Rights and Free- 
doms, specifically the right to free-

dom of association. The ruling pro- 
tects the right of unions to collec- 
tively bargain, striking down B.C. 
laws that allowed the provincial 
government to reduce the pay of 
healthcare workers and institute 
layoffs. Previously, the Supreme 
Court has ruled that the freedom of 
association clause applied only to 
individuals and not to groups. 

Micah Field, a labour lawyer with 
the Edmonton firm Blakely & 
Dushenski, trumpets the decision as 
a victory for workers’ rights. “For 
the first time,” he says, “the 
Supreme Court of Canada has rec- 
ognized collective bargaining with 
Constitutional status.” 

For Albertans, that could mean a 
substantial change in labour codes, 
provided unions here are successful 
in getting a similar judgment froma 
provincial or federal court on con- 
troversial sections of the Alberta 
labour code. There are three parts of 
the code that may violate the Char- 
ter: the grouping of trade unions 
together for bargaining; the require- 
ment that all the unions in a trade 
group go on strike together; and a 
provision that strips unions of the 
right to strike once two-thirds of all 
the unions have signed contracts. 
(In that last scenario, the remaining 
unions are forced into arbitration 
with the Con- 
struction 
Industry Dis- 
putes Resolu- 
tion Tribunal.) 

The combi- 
nation of 
recent events 
in the con- 
struction 
industry and the B.C. ruling made it 
possible for court challenges to go 
forward, says Field, who represents 
the United Association of Plumbers 
and Pipefitters Local 488. The con- 
troversial laws were created in the 
1980s, he explains, and hadn’t been 
fully tested by the unions. In other

THE ALBERTA EXCEPTION 

The employer association Con- 
struction Labour Relations Alberta 
takes a different stance. Association 
president Neil Tibsbury doesn’t 
think a ruling for the B.C. health 
industry will change anything in 
the Alberta construction industry. 

“In our view,” he says, “the state- 
ments of claim might not have so 
much to do with an expectation of 
success as fueling the lobby of the 
Alberta Federation of Labour and 
others.” He doesn’t expect the 
situation to get much play in the 
press either; he points out that the 
controversy over oil royalties has 
already bumped labour unrest out 
of the media spotlight, and sug- 
gests that the coverage the recent 
protests and information pickets 
received was due toa “slow news 
day.” 

“The legislation is fully compliant 
with the Charter, and in the event 
that there is a violation of the Char- 


ter, the provisions are reasonably 
necessary,” Tibsbury says, arguing 
that Alberta’s unusual legislation is 
necessary to keep labour stable in a 
megaproject-driven economy. 
Specifically, the legislation prevents 
sequential strikes, whereby one 
union goes on strike after other 


tain Equipment Co-Op isn’t enthusi- 
astic about bike lanes, a road feature 
she says only gives cyclists a false 
sense of security.

neutralist country.” 

The rest of the ek including 
former Washington ambass sador 
Derek Burney and former New York 
consul-general Pamela Wallin, have 
been involved in efforts to convince 
Washington that Canada isn’t soft 
on terror, the Toronto Star's Thomas 
Walkom noted. 

This could leave Dion in the diffi- 
cult position of having to reject the 
advice of a bipartisan panel—head- 
ed by a respected Liberal—that had 
spent months investigating the issue, 
with ostensibly nothing but the pub- 
lic interest in mind. 

This promises to highlight and 
accentuate the rift inside the Liberal 
party over Canada’s role in Afghan- 
istan and, more broadly, over our 
relationship with Washington. 

In recent years, the powerful busi- 
ness wing of the party has favoured 
deeper integration with the U.S., eco- 
nomically and militarily. Dion’s own 
deputy leader, the ambitious 
Michael Ignatieff, has shown a pro- 
Washington bent, publicly equating 
Bush's “war on terror’ with the 
championing of human rights and 
democracy. 

Dion, on the other hand, has fol- 
lowed more in the footsteps of his 
mentor Jean Chrétien, who kept 
more distance from Washington 

So, yes, the appointment of the 
Manley panel is a clever ploy by a 
prime minister determined to find a 
way to continue an unpopular war 
without losing his job. 

It also lays the groundwork for 
the re-emergence of an elite consen- 
sus in favour of more robust Canadi- 


an co-operation with Washington's

“Well, one of my criticisms of 
much of the mainstream left is that it 
mn become a very top-down thing,” 
boomer says. “Taking power ona 
ticular level and imposing that 
msociety in a top-down power 
tructure. Anarchism is a much 
more grassroots approach.” 
Community? Small government?

But the bookfair might not neces- 
sarily tell you exactly what anar- 
chism is either. Though the fair will 
feature vendors and publishers from 
anarchist bigwigs (if there is such a 
thing) AK Press to Boomer’s own 
Black Cat Press, not all the events on 
display will be strictly anarchist. 
Think of it as big-tent progressivism, 
a hodgepodge of radical thought 

Opening things up on Friday 
night is a lecture by the notorious 
Ward Churchill at Myer Horowitz 
Theatre. To call Churchill controver- 
sial would be a serious understate- 
ment: the former University of Col- 
orado professor and current activist 
has been toiling in the far left for 
decades, most recently attracting 
notoriety for calling some of the vic- 
tims of the 9/11 attacks complicit in 
their own deaths.

atrocities committed by U.S. forces 
around the globe, and the attacks 
were an unfortunate but predictable 
reaction to U.S. foreign policy. He 
compared the victims to “little Eich- 
manns”—evoking the famous Nazi 
who arranged the logistical details of 
transporting and exterminating 
Holocaust victims, and who defend- 
ed himself at the Nazi war crimes 
tribunal by claiming that he was 
only following orders, and in fact 
did not even believ ein Nazism 

“He's a controversial speaker, and 
someone who’s able to generate 
debate within our own community,” 
says Boomer. “Not everyone appre- 
ciates the language he’s used, the ‘lit- 
tle Eichmanns’ thing, a lot of anar- 
chists don’t appreciate that.” 

Other events at the fair have little 
to do, directly, with anarchism— 
performance poet Norman Nawroc- 
ki’s educational sex show Lessons 
Froma 7 Penis ,a Halloween party at 
Jekyll & Hyde Pub downtown on 
Saturday night, and a folk concert at 
Remedy Café Sunday night. 

But the signature event is the 
bookfair, which will feature more 
vendors, more publishers, and more 
strains of political thought than ever 
before. The event will also be mov-

prepared a plan for protecting, mobilizing, or 
moving the population. 

The question: What were the aforementioned 
agencies’ contingency plans should Edmonto 
nians be faced by an outbreak of post-mortem 
reanimation, or, as it is colloquially called, a 
zombie attack—the rise of the living dead? 

On the face of it, this wall of silence is puz- 
zling. According to the foremost authority on 
the subject, American author Max Brooks (The 
Zombie Survival Guide), there have been no 
fewer than 60 documented zombie outbreaks. 
Although none were in Canada and all were 
limited in scope, Brooks and many others be- 
lieve its just a matter of time before we face 
what he calls a Stage 3 Outbreak, an epidemic 


of vast proportions with the undead number- 
ing in the thousands which, if left unchecked 
by an appropriate, coordinate 2d response at the 
highest levels of government, could easily tip 
over into a Stage 4 global pandemic. 

The Provincial Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness did take some time to give us a state- 
ment. But the tone of their response suggests 
that the zombie threat barely registers on their 
radar

Technically, if you're going to prepare for this 
you should act like a nuclear war is going to 
bust out—the worst case scenario is about to 
go down and evolution is about 
to go in reverse and we're 
all about to go back to cave- 
man times. Prepare to fend 
for yourself against undead, 
hungry masses, but also pre- 
pare yourself for living people 
to turn into something worse 
Avoid the masses and just keep 
your shit together. It’s going to 
get worse. It’s just a matter of 
tirne—the population Is getting 
bigger, we're coming up with 
new and exciting diseases, and something is 
going to go wrong. Only the smart are going 
to survive 


So it’s not a matter of brawn over.

According to Max Brooks, even coming 
into contact with an open wound on a 
zombie can expose you to 
the contagion. And that the 
splatter from using weapons 
could have the same effect. 
It all depends. Cross-contami- 
nation, yeah. The best weapons 
are anything that will pierce 
the head, One or two people at 
a higher level acting as snipers 
It helps to have someone pick- 
ing them off, but once again, 
you don't want them going all 
Rambo because it will create 
noise 


Do you think that those peo- 

ple who participate in your 

zombie walks have a better 
chance at survival? 
I can tell you beyond a shadow of a doubt that 
there are definitely half a dozen who will sur- 
vive. Maybe a dozen, but once shit happens 
people lose it and wig out and it becomes Lord 
of the Flies. You'll figure out who is actually 
evolved and who's wearing a mask. 


What are the worst mistakes you can 
make? 

Assuming that you ever had the upper hand, 
because there is always going to be more of 
them. And getting cocky with them: thinking 
that since you're smarter you can fuck around 
with them. That thing is just going to keep 
walking and walking and walking, and at some 
point, it's going to catch up to you... Assum- 
ing that there are enough bullets. Oh, and my 
favourite: assuming that your mom is still your 
mom, and that if you look at her really, really 


closely and tell her, “Oh, I want you to remem- 


ber. Think really hard!” She won't.

Undead Defense: 
HOW TOKILL A ZOMBIE | BY MATTHEW HALLIDAY 


We Are Busy Bodies 

We can’t stress this enough: the best way 
to deal with a zombie attack is to put 

as much distance as possible between 
yourself and them as possible. Engaging in 
combat with a zombie or zombies is never 
recommended; rather, contact local law 
enforcement or military personnel 

Of course, that doesn’t help much if the 
police have themselves become infectious, 
rapacious brain-eaters. So if you should 
find yourself backed into a corner, a horde 
of undead ghouls advancing upon you, 
bear in mind the following survival tips: 


Destroy the brain 
The easiest and most effective way to stop 


a zombie is to destroy its brain. Whether 
by firearms, blunt object, or decapitation, 
once a zombie's brain is neutralized, it’s 
harmless. Too many people make the 
mistake of attacking a zombie in the upper 
body, as one might attack a living person 
This approach will slow the zombie—but it 
wil! remain undeterred 


Immolation 

The only proven effective means of elimi- 
nating large numbers of zombies at once. 
especially if one has access to explosives. 
canisters of flammable compressed gases, 
napalm, or even a gas station. Highly 
recommended, though collateral dam- 
age can be high in close-quarters urban 
environments. 


Taser 

Edmonton's police forces are reluctant 

to use firearms—but tasers are another 
matter. While electricity may seem a poor 
choice for zombie combat (electricity 
being a well-known re-animation agent) 
a well-placed jolt to the head can disrupt 
electrical activity in the creature's brain, 
possibly killing it, and at the very least 
confusing and disorienting it 


Hand-to-hand combat 

Again, our original point must be stressed: 
if there is any way to avoid engaging a 
Zombie in combat, do so. Any combat with 
the undead is a last-ditch effort, but none 
moreso than hand-to-hand combat. If left 
with no alternative, however, a few tips: 
destroying the brain with your bare hands 
will be nearly impossible, except in ad- 
vanced stages of decomposition. Your best 
chance of escape lies in incapacitating the 
zombie—for instance, by breaking its legs 
or knees. The zombie will still be able to 
crawl to its intended victim, suffused with 
singlemindeg, inveterate bloodlust, but 
this is more amusing than dangerous. 


Time 


Zombies, of course, are dead. An epidemic 
will run its course once decomposition 
causes their bodies to literally fall apart. 
Bear in mind that in Northern Alberta's 
semi-arid climate, decomposition will take 
longer than in more humid climes, perhaps 
up to 30 days. Also, cadavers remain highly 
infectious, and must be handled care- 
fully—lest the plague begin anew.

JUST THE OTHER DAY, DARRIN HAGEN 
says, someone called Northern Light 
Theatre to book the band Bifurious 
for a gig. Exciting news—too bad 
they’re fictional. 

That said, they're about as close to 
being real as a fictional band can get. 
Their website (www.bifurious.ca), 
which is presumably where the 
caller heard about them, provides 
obsessively detailed information 
about Bifurious’ tumultuous career, 


“Spank Spank Spank”). Try to imag- 
ine a band with the glam-rock sensi- 
bility of David Bowie or the New 
York Dolls and the incestuous sexual 
history of Fleetwood Mac, and you'd 
have Bifurious. 

This was the backstory for this 
year's edition of Urban Tales, North- 
ern Light's annual Halloween show. 
What started out as a series of sim- 
ple staged readings of short, spooky 
plays has become something much 
more elaborate under the direction 
of artistic director Trevor Schmidt, 
who has worked out a system 
whereby four writers are assigned a 
setting and a group of common 
characters and then each write one 
portion of a single gigantic story. 

“You're all basically writing inter- 
secting monologues,” explains 
Hagen, who is “collaborating” this 
year with fellow Edmontonians

from the release of their self-titled 
debut album on Halloween 2002— 
an instant hit, thanks to the leadoff 
single “Don’t Get Cocky (Or You 
Won't Get Cocky)’”—to their melt- 
down just three years later, thanks to 
a combination of internal feuds, sub- 
stance abuse, and the mysterious 
death of their ambiguously gen- 
dered drummer Katt. There’s even a 
complete Bifurious discography that 
even includes lead singler Cody 
Gold’s flop solo album Knobnoxious 
(featuring tracks with titles like 
“Wax Me,” “Stroke a Genius” and

Jason Chinn, James Hamilton and 
Rosemary Rowe. 

“The band has gathered in this 
castle to record their farewell-slash- 
reunion album, and then you've got 
to find a reason to send them all off 
exploring on their own. And, this 
being a horror story, nothing good 
ever happens to anyone who 
decides to go explore the hallways of 
a castle alone. What happens then is 
completely up to you—except they 
have to die. That's the only rule. 
There's never a happy ending at 
Urban Tales!” 
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That's bad news for the character 
Hagen was assigned to write: 
Daphne Highland-Smythe (Davina 
Stewart), the band’s backup singer 
and keyboard player, who has the 

sy-witch wardrobe of Stevie 
Nicks and the weight problems of 
Ann Wilson. And as it happens, 
when Hagen was a teenager, Fleet- 
wood Mac and Heart were his two 
all-time favourite bands. “I love 
Heart,” he says. “I Jove Heart. I was 
flipping channels the other day, and 
A&E was showing a Heart concert 
in Seattle, and they made me cry 
four times. Those songs still mean so 
much to me—they represent a really 
important part of my upbringing. If | 
could be part of any rock band, I'd 
love to be the third Wilson sister— 
Ann and Nancy and me, we're like 
this.” He pauses. “Then again, Fleet- 
wood Mac would have been amaz- 
ing to hang out with too.” 

Hagen is thinking especially of 
Rumours-era Mac, when all the band 
members were sleeping with each 
other and all their relationships were 
falling apart. “I think that kind of 
tension breeds creativity,” Hagen 
says. “Their emotional world was 
ending, but as a result we get this 
amazing album that will always be 
one of the best albums of all time. I 
think a rock band that’s too clean 
and sanitary won't have much to 
write about.” 

Which begs the question: Will 
Bifurious be a better show if every- 
body drinks and argues with each 
other all throughout rehearsal? 

“Oh, no, no, no!” Hagen replies 
“Actors are completely different 
from rock musicians. We all thrive 
on getting along all the time!” 

He then dissolves into a long, 
loud cackle. I’m not sure why.

Autistic cast performs awareness-raising satire Autism vs. Mitchism

THE MITCH VIRUS IS ON THE VERGE OF 
an epidemic, Trent Wilkie tells me. 
But researchers are having a hard 
time pinpointing the cause of a dis- 
ease that makes you a more cautious 
driver and develop an irrational 
fondness for country music. Sound 
perplexing? While the Mitch virus is 
fictional, researchers and families are 
struggling to understand autism in 
much the same way. 

Tomorrow night (Friday), the 
Autism Society Players present 
Autism vs. Mitchism, a play they 
hope will shed some light on this 
frustrating and enigmatic disease. It 
helps that the play was written and 
performed by people afflicted with 
autism. (Mitchism sufferers seem to 
be harder to find.) 

“Cancer attacks your body and 


breaks it down,” director Wilkie 
explains. “But autism attacks your 
way of seeing the world and how to 
deal with it. Autism is a social dis- 
ease, and our players have an inher- 
ent problem interacting with society. 
Autism vs. Mitchism is about them 
being in front of people. Even if the 
play wasn’t about autism, you'd 
learn aboutit by watching them 
onstage.” 

Wilkie is very proud of his play- 
ers, but stresses that they’re striving 
for lighthearted “infotainment” with 
the play. “We don’t want to beat 
people over the head or be preachy,” 
he says. “Our main goal is to enter- 
tain, but our secondary goal is 
insight.” 

Insight is important for a disease 
that currently strikes one in 150 chil- 
dren in Canada. The symptoms usu- 
ally manifest themselves at age 
three, with varying degrees of sever- 
ity. While some kids may be non- 
verbal and cannot dress or feed 





themselves, Wilkie says, other autis 
tics are “iiber-intelligent and high- 
functioning, but have problems 
socially.” 

“You remember kids in school 
who couldn’t seem to understand 
that you didn’t shout, or you didn’ 
push kids into the mud? Or kids 
who obsessed about something and 
couldn't talk about anything else?” 
Those weird kids may well have 
been autistic. “It’s almost a combi 
tion of schizophrenia and Down 
syndrome, for lack of a better 
description. But it’s also linked with 
genius.” So if your child acts a little 
more like Calvin than Hobbes, it 
might be time to talk to a doctor: 

Luckily for families here, Albert 
has the best government-funded 
autism care in North America, 
according to Wilkie. Given a few 
years and a few more research dol- 
lars, we may find a cure for 
Mitchism as well.

ALMOST, MAINE IS PLAYWRIGHT JOHN 
Cariani’s homage to the good, sim- 
ple people of his home state—but if 
the cliché-spewing hokum-meisters 
he’s written are really representative 
of Maine-ites (Maine-ians?) than it’s 
no wonder he moved to New York 
years ago. Who could stand these 
people? 

Almost is divided into nine brief 
tales of love and heartbreak, but Car- 


iani isn’t just content to have his 
characters fall in and out of love— 
each of his stories is a cute little sym- 
bolist parable. In the first, a woman 
lugs around her broken heart, shat- 


In another sequence, two gruff old 
blue-collar friends compare girl trou- 
bles—until they realize they actually 
love one another. To symbolize their 
sudden infatuation, Cariani has 


ple-minded. His characters behave 
in bizarre ways, kindling, rekindling, 
and de-kindling affairs without any 
apparent motivation.

tered into 19 pieces of slate, in a little 
tote bag. She thinks she'll never love 
again, until she meets a kindly 
repairman who puts her heart back 
together. 


them start uncontrollably falling 
down. To wit: “I think I just... fell in 
love with you there, Randy.” 

And so on. Cariani’s fanciful mag- 
ical-realism is groan-inducingly sim- 


cast that the most potentially ridicu- 
lous bits are played as much for 
laughs as pathos—an over-earnest 
reading of this script would be 
dreadful. Jeff Haslam in particular 


nails his characters, wringing as 
much genuine emotion as possible 
from Cariani’s thin constructions, 
and making the playwright’s jokes 
funnier than they have any right to 
be. I even smiled through segments | 
disdained upon reading the script— 
especially “Story of Hope”, about a 
woman who left Almost years ago 
without giving her lover an answe; 
after he proposed to her. She returys 
to give him that answer—only to be 
surprised at the new life he’s made 
for himself. Haslam and co-star 
Coralie Cairns’ understated reading 
makes it work as well as could be — 
expected. Also decent is “Giving jt 
Back,” about a couple going through 
a break-up and returning to each 
other all the love they’ve shared— 
literally. (She brought hers in th: 
car.) 

Cariani’s problem isn’t his over 
obvious symbolism—give him cred 
it for taking a risk and trying to inject 
some magical-realist fancy into what 
would otherwise be nothing mor 
than a slight romantic comedy. His 
problem is his unsophisticated take 
on relationships. When he occasion- 
ally raises a provocative idea—such 
as in the story of a man who's never 
been able to feel pain until he falls in 
love—the concept is explored no fur- 
ther than the set-up, and the set-up 
is ridiculous (in this case, a man 
spontaneously and inexplicably 
falling for a woman he meets in a 
laundromat). 

By the second act, all the literal- 
minded symbolism had me thinking 
about, of all things, Edward Sas- 
sorhands, another clunkily obvious 
parable, about a lonely little man 
who just can’t get close to anyone 
else. He's got scissors for hands, for 
God’s sake—how much more obvi- 
ous can you get? But that film 
worked because you believe that if 
ever a man really had scissor-hands, 
maybe this is what would happen. If 
Edward were a Cariani creation 
though, he'd just be a colourful local 
down at the Moose Paddy Pub, 
eventually finding love with some 
woman who runs an arts and crafts 
store. 

Almost Maine is sweet, and inter- 
mittently funny. Director John Hud- 
son has put together an excellent cast 
(including himself), and their chem- 
istry elevates a mediocre play to 
something that’s not unenjoyable 
But if you're looking for a medita- 
tion on love and loss with some res- 
onance or grace—or insight—Can- 
ani’s just not the guy for you.

“WHY ME?” 

So cries Benjy, the put-upon pro- 
tagonist of James-Hamilton’s beauti- 
fully written and even more beauti- 
fully performed one (and-a-half) 
man show God’s Favoured Child: A 
Rantat the Azimuth Theatre, 

From childhood, Benjy’s been per- 
fecting the art of making himself 
invisible to others. After all, anytime 
he does capture someone’s attention, 
he seems to regret it, whether he’s 
getting pushed off the monkey bars 


in school, fired from his job as an 
adult, or beat up on the street by a 
callous young hood trying to 
impress a girl. 

But then, not being noticed hasn’t 
worked out that well either—he 
might have wished that the bus dri- 
ver who plowed into him head-on 
and put him into a two-year coma 
had noticed him. 

But he’s awake now (sort of) and 
wandering the streets, pushing 
around his shopping cart of belong- 
ings, wondering how a benevolent 
God could allow all this shit to befall 
him. But Hamilton’s script is far too 
witty to just let Benjy wallow in 
angst—even if he deserves to a little. 

Hamilton’s performance suggests 


a guy who's both smart and a little 
unhinged, who's crying out froma 
place of deep pain but refuses to 
succumb to self-pity... at least not too 


circumstances, and in his interac- 
tons with a busker, played by Cam 
Boyce—the “and a half’ of this one 
and a half man show—though 
that’s really doing disservice to 
Boyce, who is almost as important to 
the show as Hamilton. Boyce’s 
comparatively well-dressed, 
respectable-looking busker doesn’t 
say much, and just ignores Benjy’s

much. He's even got a sense of 
humour, revealed in his endearing 
recounting of his tragicomic life 
story, in the strange but comforting 
theology he constructs to explain his 


ranting as best he can. (After all, 
Benjy is probably scaring away 
passers-by and their loose change.) 
But he’s a necessary foil for Hamil- 
ton—and so are the live music and 


sound effects he provides. With a 
guitar, a saxophone, and a violin, 
Boyce’s musical performance 
meshes perfectly with Hamilton’s 
off-kilter portrayal of Benjy. 

Key to itall is Hamilton's script, 
and he doesn’t overreach. He's not 
interested in making a sweeping 
social statement about homelessness 
or disenfranchisement. He only 
wants to understand how this poor 
little guy might be able to explain ls 
misery, if only to his own satisfac- 
tion—and the result is honestly 
frank but strangely heartwarming 
And at only an hour, Benjy doesn't 
overstay his welcome. 

And, it’s a pay-what-you-can 
show, so there’s probably not a bet- 
ter deal on Edmonton stages right 
now. It's only playing through this 
Saturday, though, so see it while yo" 
can.

HALFWAY THROUGH DIRECTOR ANG 
Lee’s historical spy drama Lust, Cau- 
ton, barely contained passion 
between the two main characters, 
Wang Jiazhi and Mr. Yee—erupts 
into a session of surprisingly brutal, 
angry sex. 

The tension has built up to such 
an extent that you're expecting that 
moment of release, but the scene is 
still shocking—partially because Mr. 
Yee is played by Tony Leung, an 
actor more noted for playing ele-

“This role is a complete departure 
from what audiences are used to 
seeing me as,” he says.

into the open, where her comrades 
can assassinate him. 

Despite the fact that she hates the 
man she’s seduced, she’s also drawn 
to him—particularly during the sex- 
ual act. Ang Lee shows the tricky, 
psychological depths of their rela- 
tionship in scenes of uninhibited, 
acrobatic bed maneuvers that have 
set film critics talking. 

“Sex scenes are never easy to do,” 
Leung says, “but once the cameras 
started rolling, [became Mr. Yee and 
set aside my inhibitions. These were 
also discussed at great length before- 
hand. It also helped that we shot 
these scenes with a small crew.” 

According to stories that have 
leaked from the set, the sexual set- 
pieces were a grueling process for 
everyone involved—likely at least 
partially because this wasn’t soft- 
focus lovemaking full of soft moans 
and sheets carefully draped over 
bodies. Mr. Yee is an aggressive and 
dominating lover—his first act after 
ripping off his new paramour’s 
clothes is to whip her with his belt

AS ANG LEE HAS NOTED IN INTERVIEWS, 
the title sums up the film better than any- 
thing else: Lust, Caution is an erotically 
charged spy thriller that probes the inter- 
section between those hwo emotional poles. 
Set during the Japanese occupation of 
China, the film follows Doge actress 
Wang Jiazhi (Tang Wei), a budding patri- 
ot who aids a group of ietkaee Ibis 
by seducing Mr. Yee, an official (Tony- 
Leung) in the collaborationist government. 
At first she does it to impress the young 
theatre director she's secretly in love with, 
but after a while it becomes evident that 
something else has snagged her soul. 
What should be a cut-and-dried assign- 
ment becomes tougher when Wang de 
covers she has a taste for the rough treat 
ment she gets at the hands of oe In 
carefully shot sex scenes that will certainly 
raise eyebrows, Lee and his two leads 
show the complicated relationship between 
them—as well as the dark change that 
occurs in Wang as Mr. Yee simultaneously 
begins to show his heart to her. 
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and then te her up. And while she j, 
clearly as shaken by the experienc. 
as the audience is, it’s also evidey; 
that she kind of likes his sadistic 
foreplay. 

“1 don’t think of my character 
sadist,” Leung says flatly. “He js 
more of a disillusioned man who has 
compromised his morals.” 

There is some truth to this: it 
could be argued that Mr. Yee is a 
21st-century version of the torment. 
ed ‘50s antihero—William Holde; 
after surrendering completely to 
despair. And in many ways, Lusi 
Caution feels like the dark heart of 3 
Hitchcock film—a mood helped 
along by the allusions Lee scatters 
throughout thé film, such as th 
scene where Wang Jiazhi walk into 
screening of Suspicion. 

“Yes, Ang showed us some of his 
films.for inspiration,” Leung say 
“He also showed me some old 
Humphrey Bogart films and asked 
me to play someone along thos: 
lines.”

I's already won top prize at the Venice 
Film Festival, and Lust, Caution deserves 
the attention it’s getting for its very adult 
treatment of such a complicated subject, 
but its still a problematic fim Even though 
Lee provides two and a half hours for the 
action to unfold—a languid pace indeed— 
the relationship between Yee and Wang 
still feels a little unbelievable. The sex 
scenes ore never prurient, and they often 
betray the conflicting feelings the two hove 
for each other better than the dialogue 
ever does, but something is missing in the 
development of both characters. 

On the other hand, as slow as it is, 
there's never a wasted moment. Every 
scene hints at something, whether it's a 
tribute to Alfred Hitchcock or a passing 
glance at lipstick on a glass. Moments of 
tranquility during the endless mah-jongg

THERE’S A FAMOUS SCENE IN THE 
movie Contempt where director Fritz 
Lang grumpily derides Cinemas- 
cope, saying it’s “only good for 
snakes and funerals!” 

So it seems fitting that snakes and 
funerals should both play an impor- 
tant role in The Daneeling Limited, the 
new film by Wes Anderson, one of 
the modern masters of the Cinemas- 
cope frame. Lang didn’t say any- 
thing about trains, but they’re also a 
perfect Cinemascope subject, and 
few trains have been filmed with the 
loving attention that Anderson 
lavishes here on the one that pro- 
vides a cramped temporary home 
for the three Whitman brothers 
during their trip across India—the 
first time they’ve spoken in over a 


year. 

Jack Jason Schwartzman) is the 
youngest, an author of transparently 
autobiographical short stories whose 
hangdog expression and droopy 
mustache don’t seem to hamper his 
ability to seduce women, including 
the train’s beautiful stewardess. 
Peter (Adrien Brody) is the middle 
child, still grieving the death of his 
father, who's left his very pregnant 
wife back home to bond with his 
siblings. And Francis (Owen Wilson) 
is the control-freak oldest brother, 
his head still swaddled in bandages 
after a horrific car accident, who's 
planned the entire micromanaged 
voyage, complete with laminated 
daily itineraries full of precisely 
timed side trips to some of “the most 
spiritual places in India.” 

The inability of these three over- 
privileged brothers to appreciate the 
beauty of their surroundings pro- 
vides the film with much of its 
humour—they re too busy guzzling 
painkillers and cough medicine and 
trying to sneak cigarettes without 
the stern chief steward catching 
them. When they visit their first 
shrine, they spend all their time 
squabbling over who gets to wear 
Francis’ belt to bother praying. 
(Small wonder that their mother— 
played beautifully by Anjelica Hus- 
ton—decided to run off and join a 
convent of nuns in the Himalayas. If 
you had kids like these, who 
wouldn’t want to get as far away 
from them as possible?) 

As far as I can tell, the critical and 
popular backlash against Wes 
Anderson began with The Life Aquat- 
ic With Steve Zissou—especially that 
publicity photo of Anderson wear- 
ing some kind of expensive-looking 
tailored suit and an aviator scarf, sit- 
ting behind the controls of one of the 
undersea capsules that had been 
specially built for the movie. Sud- 
denly, he no longer seemed like a 
lovable eccentric with an eye for 
detailed set design; now he was a 
megalomaniac bent on controlling 
every square inch of the camera 
frame. It was as if he’d become one 


of his own characters, a prisoner jy, 
his own dollhouse. What once 
seemed distinctive, quirky, and 
eccentric now came off to many 4 
heartless, emotionally remote, 1, 
nered beyond belief. Was this th, 
only thing Wes Anderson wanted {, 
make—more “Wes Anderson 
movies”? 

Sure, many of Anderson’s signa 
ture tropes are on display here 
slow-motion sequences set to Britis); 
Invasion pop hits, plenty of flat 
tableaux, lots of those quick 90- 
degree horizontal swish pans he’s so 
fond of. But | think filming on loca- 
tion in India has loosened him upa 
littlke—his actors don’t feel like his 
personal dress-up dolls, pinned in 
position within the frame the way 
they often did in Zissou. There’s a 
nice balance between the meticuloys 
and the messy in this movie—from 
the bustle of the Indian villages th 
Whitmans explore to the way the 
camera can never quite hold steady 
when it’s on the train. 

Anderson’s soundtrack borrows 
lot of music from old Satyajit Ray 
movies, and while The Dareeling 
Limited has a much archer comic sen: 
sibility than Ray’s, it has the same 
humanism. There's nothing in Ray’s 
work like the beautiful scene late in 
The Dargeeling Limited, set to the 
Rolling Stones’ “Play With Fire, 
which revisits the film’s various 
minor characters and depicts them 
all as passengers in the same train 
even though they’ re actually scat- 
tered all over Europe and Asia—but 
I think Ray would recognize a kin- 
dred impulse within it, a sense that 
everyone in the world is on the same 
metaphorical voyage. 

Indeed, the saddest character in 
this blissfully melancholy little 
movie is the businessman played by 
Bill Murray, who in the film’s open- 
ing sequence races frantically to 
catch the train as it pulls out of the 
station, but isn’t quite fast enough to 
climb on board. What could be sad- 
der than missing a trip on The Dar- 
jeeling Limited?

CONSIDERING THAT THE RECENT 
death of his best friend can be laid at 
his door, Jerry Sunborne (Benicio 
Del Toro) has gotten off relatively 
easy. 

Not only does the dead friend’s 
wife Audrey (Halle Berry) invite 
him to the funeral, she also allows 
him to move into the room above 
the garage. Sunborne is a wreck of a 
man, a seedy, heroin-addicted loser 
who threw away a career as a 
lawyer, so you have to know that 
Audrey isn’t all that thrilled with 
herself for making the offer, but it’s 
what her dead husband Brian 
(David Duchovny) would have 
wanted, 

The problem is that Brian was 
killed while visiting Jerry ina 
sketchy part of town and stepping in 
to settle a dispute—thus robbing 
Audrey not only of her husband but 
of the father of her two children, 10- 
year-old Harper (Alexis Llewellyn) 
and six-year-old Dory (Micah Berry). 
It’s unfair: the waste of oxygen that 





is Sunborne gets to continue his exis- 
tence while the Saint Among Men 
that was Brian is now having, 
groundhogs deliver his mail. 

Things We Lost in the Fire, the Eng- 
lish-language debut of Danish direc- 
tor Susanne Bier (Open Hearts, After 
the Wedding), follows the wary rela- 
tionship between these two dam- 
aged people—Audrey attempting to 
put her shattered existence together 
while dealing with her kids, Sun- 
borne trying to get his long- 
destroyed life into some kind of 
shape. Del Toro—a man who occa- 
sionally dallies with Kevin Spacey- 
style hamminess when he’s let off 
the leash—is the key here. While 
Berry is pulling out every trick in her 
Academy Award-approved “grief- 
stricken widow” box of tricks, Del 
Toro often only has to stand there to 
overpower the scene. Thankfully he 
doesn’t have to do this too often, and 
while it may be that the script 
favours him over Berry, he and Bier 
make good use of his few lines to 
show a complicated man struggling 
to drag himself up from disaster. 

Things We Lost in the Fire is melo- 
drama, but well-made melodrama. 
As with Open Hearts, Bier finds the 









right balance between overt tearjet 
ing and intelligent drama, moving 
the action forward incrementally, 
tracking the shifting feelings 
between all the characters as they 
make tentative steps towards heal- 
ing. There are times when the film 
feels like a full-length Narcotics 
Anonymous ad with an all-star ca*t 
but thankfully Bier almost always 
pulls the rug out from underneath 
whenever a scene starts to tip 
towards cringe-inducing pathos.

is paying the price of cramming his 
five-piece band onto a tight stage in 
a small American club. 

He's in Minneapolis searching for 
a guitar shop as he relates the history 
of the group—12 years and count- 
ing, believe it or not—over a cell- 
phene. The night before, some wires 
literally got crossed during a perfor- 
mane¢, initiating a destructive domi- 
‘no effect after someone's foot got 
caught on a cable which in turn 
pulled down a stand holding 
Benchetrit’s favourite unit, a Martin 
Electric Hollow Body. 

“{ don’t even have a close sec- 
ond/’ Kie’'grumbles. “T lose tone, I 
lose playability... It doesn’t sound 
right to me.” Such considerations are 
paramount for the musicians in 


“When the band first started—I’m 
talking the first year versus the next 
11—there was no concept of taking it 
anywhere,” Benchetrit recalls. 
“Justin [Small], Charlie [Spearin] 
and Jimmy [Payment] were room- 
mates and they just happened to be 
fooling around, and then they 
booked a show and it was all 
improv, and I joined about five 
shows later. What happened was we 
started fooling around with record- 
ing. I was at a school for recording 
arts and as part of my end-of-the- 
year project we had to record a 
band—that was our project. Do 
Make Say Think was my end-of-the- 
year project along with three other 
guys that were in my class.” 

Somehow—Benchetrit says he’s 
still unclear on the details—a mem- 
ber of Montreal's epic instrumental- 
ists Godspeed You! Black Emperor 
got hold of that first recording and 
presented it to their soon-to-be-pres- 
tigious label Constellation. 





“Now what are we going to do? Just 
repeat ourselves? Make the same 
record over and over again, but 
maybe not as good?” 


DO MAKE SAY THINK’S OHAD BENCHETRIT 


DMST, for even though they’re the 
epitome of the indie-minded, do-it- 
yourself ethos, they're also dedicated 
audio craftsmen—the sloppy, lo-fi 
sound of many other bands of their 
ilk simply won't do. 

Oddly enough, when they started 
out all those years ago, you probably 
would have been hard-pressed to 
find a band with less ambition than 
these guys. Theirs has been a career 
of accidents—happy and, as in this 
case, otherwise.

household name in indie circles, and 
DMST, with the addition of a second 
drummer, began to receive acco- 
lades of their own for their instru- 
mental investigations of prog-rock, 
jazz, and even folk textures. 

With five records under their belt, 
Benchetrit says the band continues 
to look for ways to redefine and 
challenge themselves. He says the 
three-year lapse between 2004’s Win- 
ter Hymn, Country Hymn, Secret 
Hymn and this year’s You, You'rea 
History in Rust found the individual 
members busy with other projects, 
not to mention some life-changing 
events: both Benchetrit and Spearin 
are involved with Broken Social 
Scene, and both became fathers for 
the first time. 

Nevertheless, Benchetrit says it 
took until Winter Hymn for the 
sound of the band, born of endless 
jams, to be completely realized, 
making Rustan opportune occasion 
to keep the band interesting by delv- 
ing into even newer territories, such 
as a rootsier approach to instru- 
mentation and forays into vocal 
tracks courtesy of Akon/ Family, the 
Great Lake Swimmers and DMST 
themselves. 

“The slow process of developing a 
sound happened over the course of 
those first four records,” he says, 
“and | think we pretty much defined 
the way we write compositions 
when they five of us get together. 
When we finished our fourth record, 
it was like, ‘Great, this is the culmi- 
nation of what we've been working 
towards. Now what are we going to 
do? Just repeat ourselves? Make the 
same record over and over again, 
but maybe not as good?’ We all have 
record collections, and we're all con- 
stantly listening to music that 
doesn’t sound remotely like the 
music we make, so why not use a lit- 
tle bit of these influences that are so 
much a part of our lives? That

Bad-ass brains 


Henry Rollins may not overcome — but at least he’ll endure

HISTORY DEPENDS ON WHO’S 
writing it,” begins Henry Rollins, a 
fitting start to a discussion with a 
man whose name is essential to 

punk rock history, no matter who's 
keeping the records. As the face of 
punk icons Black Flag during their 
monolithic domination of hardcore 
inthe ‘80s, Rollins enjoys the status 
ofa legend, but he’s never been so 
directly involved in the politics of 

the present. He’s a professional 

Mitic of the American political cli- 
mate in his lecture tours and in 
segments on The Henry Rollins Show 
on IFC. 

‘The Bush library will have its 

writers working now, to cleanse and 


Hating the president is nothing 
‘ew to Rollins: remember that Black 
flag was at the forefront of hardcore 
funk, a movement that was in 
Grcumpolar opposition to Ronald 
Reagan. The tense political climate of 
the hardcore years is one of the 
any things that gives “older, 
Wiser” rockers like Rollins a 
‘ommonality with kids just finding 
‘eir political feet. 
“Politics influences music far 
Nore than music influences politics,” 
Xollins notes. “This administration 
influenced as many musicians as 
Keagan. But as far as music influenc- 
g politics, we've seen that if Bob 
Marley or John Lennon couldn't 
war with their lyrics and music 


then it just can’t be done.” 

But will we ever get back to that 
optimistic ‘60s attitude, where it real- 
ly seemed like a song could change 
the world? Or is that better left to 
lectures and politics? 

“1 don’t necessarily think bands 
have to write ‘that song,” Rollins 
says, “and I don’t think that’s ever 
been true. I don’t think you’re being 
remiss or irresponsible singing about 
girls in cars. But I think if you had 
something like a draft, I think that’s 
when you'd start to see real 
movement in music. You might 
have MTV bands having to goand 
serve. Or all of a sudden, it’s you; 
and it’s not your choice, it’s someone 
choosing for you. I don’t know how 
Id handle it. It would scare the hell 
out of me.” 

Rollins no longer channels the 
angry, confrontational side of him- 
self when he gets onstage. Instead, 
his manner now is more composed, 
less explosive, and much better suit- 
ed to addressing solutions than 
Black Flag’s “screaming-at-the-wall” 
approach to self-expression. This is a 
more academic Rollins, someone 
who makes audiences aware of the 
facts, aware of his opinions, and 
aware of how they can develop and 
support their own. 

“Being in a band, there’s more 
than one of you, which gives you a 
way to hide,” he says. “You're just 
part of a wall of sound, especially if 
you play what I’ve been playing. But 
with talking, you have to keep the 
ideas going, and they really have to 
lead somewhere. You've really got 
to have a clue. You can’t just go up 
onstage and waste time. People 
know when they’re having their 


time wasted.” 

It would seem that some of 
Rollins’ understanding of politics 
comes from his experiences in 
bands. Rollins spent the ‘80s follow- 
ing the “instructions” of Black Flag 
ringleader, songwriter, and guitarist 
Greg Ginn, whereas the ’90s saw 
Rollins assuming leadership of his 
own group, Rollins Band 

“The real transition I made was 
having to start ‘signing on the bot- 
tom line,” Rollins says. “I don’t 
remember what the process was, but 
it was more a matter of realizing that 
if you're going to lead, then Jead and 
don’t have to constantly be remind- 
ed that you have to lead. You have 
to be able to lead with confidence, 
and I was very careful to always 
have my word mean something.” 

Perhaps some of Rollins’ own 
experiences with leadership are the 
source of some of his frustrations 
with the current administration. 
Rollins doesn’t see things improving 
or changing soon, and according to 
him, this is due to George W. Bush’s 
bull-headed and irresponsible 
leadership. But for all the time he 
spends talking about America’s 
complicated problems, Rollins does 
offer, if not a solution, then a 
response of sorts, fully in keeping 
with his stoic persona, 

“For now, we endure,” Rollins 
concludes. “We endure the fragile, 
stubborn male ego that gets so many 
men and women killed, until people 
who live in the Stone Age—who 
drill into the Stone Age to get their 
resources—can swallow their egos 
and say, ‘This was alla big mis- 
take.”

whelmed himself lately, and, taking 
a cue from the above Blackalicious 
track, plans on doing some seeding 
of his own 

Hence The Oak and Elm Fest, a 
gathering of musical talent from 
across the province, but primarily 
from Edmonton, whom Gurba (and 
some similarly-minded colleagues) 
thinks stand on the cutting edge of 
the independent scene 

“There's so many good bands in 
Edmonton right now, really surpris- 
ing actually—there’s a lot of talent, 
and I’ve seen so many of them live 
and I love them so much,” Gurba 
says. “And the Blackspot Café is a 
new venue and we're just trying to 
fill in the gap—the Sidetrack is gone 
and a lot of venues have been clos- 
ing. It's strange, because we have a 





lot of talent but not a lot of 
showgoers.” 

Gurba has simple yet effective 
plan: since most shows are com- 
prised of audience members who 
are friends of any given band, he 
figures if he plays host to enough 
groups, all their attendant posses 
will get exposed to acts they might 
not otherwise check out. That, and 
he hopes to spur more people to 
leave the traditional stomping 
grounds of the young and the hip 
in the core of the city and venture 
out to the Blackspot on Stony Plain 
Road.

OTTAWA’S THE ACORN HAVE 
matured since their last visit to 
Edmonton. In less than two years, 
they've grown from a small folk out- 
fit to a nationally renowned oak tree 
of an indie band—not only are they 
in the middle of a cross-Canada tour 
with Elliott Brood but they're also 
celebrating the release of their sec- 
ond full-length, Glory Hope 
Mountain, a concept album which 
shows a band that has vastly 
expanded their audience and their 
sound

Take the albums closer, 
“Lullaby,” which is based on a tradi- 
tional Central American lullaby and 
is sung by Casey Mecija of Toronto's 
Ohbijou. 

“There's some stuff that’s pretty 
folky, some straight-up rock music, 
and-some pop songs,” Klausener 
says. “But the type of music I really 
latched onto was garifuna music [a 
form of traditional music played in 
several Central American countries]. 
I did a lot of reading about the cul- 
ture and non-musical traditions of 
central American tribes and just sort 
of observed it, and although it didn’t 
really apply to the stories my mom 
was telling me, a lot of the themes in 
her stories really tied in really well to 
the secular traditions of some of 
these tribes. It was a really nice coin- 
cidence—serendipity.” 

Glory Hope Mouniain is one of the 
year’s standout works, the type of 
album that can both define and rede- 
fine a music scene. Klausener’s 
desire to share the stories of his 
mother’s past might be exactly the 
kind of rebirth Canadian folk music 
needs.
